But the FBI can deal o nly with the so urce o f 
the mischief. The effects must be dealt with 
by the peo ple themselv es. 
Besides the planned mischief, furthermo re, 
Is the harm that can be do ne by panic-buying. 
There is no way to sto p that except by po pular 
o pi me.n. A runaway inflatio n sparked by fear 
and selfishness co uld do mo re internal injury 
to the United States than anything which 
co uld be inflicted by any external enemy.

The fact is that the tru th o v ertakes the lies it 
fo llo ws but slo wly and so metimes nev er o v ­ 
ertakes them at all. 
That is the “areakna®** o f the “Vo ice o f 
America* which is an agency to disseminate 
truth. It always has been with fo reign agen­ 
cies designed to disseminate falseho o o d. 
It 
has been kept o n the defensiv e. That is the 
kind o f a wo rld in w hich the United States is 
trying to surv iv e—a wo rld in which truth is 
o n the defensiv e because millio ns o f human 
hemps will believ e a go o d big lie and will 
admit the truth o nly grudgingly, if ev er, be­ 
cause that wo uld mean disbeliev ing the lie, 
always a nerv e-wracking experience.

idea o nly a 
v ery few had a clear understand­ 
ing o f the term; and no t mo re 
than a handful had an awareness 
o f the full implicatio ns o f a def­ 
icit financing po licy in go v ern­ 
ment. 
Deficit financing in 
its 
sim­ 
plest definitio n means spending 
mo ney yo u hav en’t go t, o perating 
beyo nd yo ur inco me, 
spending 
bo rro wed mo ney. If yo u. 
earn 
$ 300 e mo nth and wish to spend 
$ 400 a mo nth, yo u can o nly grant 
the wish by bo rro wing the extra 


$ 1 0 0 each mo nth and giv ing the 
lender yo ur IOU o r yo ur perso nal 
no te agreeing 
to 
repay 
the 
amo unt plus a set rate o f inter­ 
est. Yo ur indebtedness 
mo unts 
each mo nth and so do es yo ur in­ 
terest payments. 
If yo u co ntinue to bo rro w the 
MOO mo nth after mo nth the in­ 
terest so o n bites deeply into yo ur 
inco me and the debt itself be­ 
co mes bigger and bigger. The re­ 
sult, in time, is bankruptcy, 
if 
repayment canno t be made. The 
co urt appo ints a receiv er empo w­ 
ered to sell yo ur pro perty. In 
the resulting liquidatio n, yo ur 
credito rs usually are left ho lding 
a near-empty bag. And yo u wind 
up a pauper, yo ur family desti­ 
tute. That s deficit financing fo r 
an indiv idual, 
and go v ernment 
deficit financing has many sim­ 
ilarities. When permitted to co n­ 
tinue indefinitely, it must always 
end in ruin. 
American citizens nav e their 
who le future at stake in the is­ 
sue o f whether their go v ernment 
shall practice deficit financing in 
go o d times as well as bad. The 
practice already has beco me epi­ 
demic. 
Census Bureau figures 
published in the Co ngressio nal 
Quarterly sho w* that no t o nly has 
Federal go v ernment o perated o n 
bo rro wed mo ney in 18 o f the 
past 2 0 years but 33 o f o ur 48 
states are being infected with the 
disease to o . That many

The practice, if pro lo nged by
